ed Housing Rehabilitation 
Program for 2004. 

The program, which is funded 
by the Massachusetts 
Department of Housing & 
Community Development 
(DHCD), corrects building code 
violations and makes energy 
conservation improvements to 
the homes of low and moderate 
income families in Town. 
Wilmington is currently in its 
4th year of administering the 
program, 

“We've rehabilitated over 75 
homes helping seniors as well 
as other low and moderate 


income families,” said Lynn 


Duncan, Director of 
Wilmington’s Planning & 
Conservation. 


The demand for the program, 
which is administered by the 
Community Development pro- 
gfam under the oversight of the 
Planning and Conservation 
Department, remains very 
strong. As of December 2003, 
72 families remain patiently 
and anxiously on the waiting 
list. 


The program continued its 
level of success in 2003, follow- 
ing a significant delay caused 
by the State’s late release of 
funds, with 3 homes having 
been completed and 6 more cur- 
rently in the process of rehabil- 


$10,000 targeted to WHS 
Wilmington High seniors eligible for 
McKeown scholarships 


Wilmington High, School 
(WHS) will once again be 
included in the i 
Foundation, Inc’s (CFI) 
McKeown Scholars Program 
for this academic year. The pro- 
gram rewards two high school 
seniors from Wilmington with 
$5,000 each towards their col- 
lege tuition. 

All WHS seniors, along with 
all high school seniors legally 
residing in Wilmington and 
attending a private or public 
school other than WHS, with an 
academic ranking within the 
top 20 percent of their regpec- 
tive school’s senior class, are 
eligible to compete for the 
awards. 

According to Eric Anderson, 
of CFI, only 65 percent of

The program was established 
in 1996 in memory of James L. 
McKeown, late Cummings 
Properties president, who died 
that year at the age of 41. It 
rewards outstanding high 
school students from 8 Greater 
Boston communities and has 
awarded nearly 500 graduates 
with more than $1 million so 
far, including $50,000 having 
been awarded in Wilmington

“As we begin the 2004 pro- 
gram, we anticipate awarding 
at least $165,000 in scholarships 
next May, with $10,000 of that 
targeted directly for 
Wilmington,” said Anderson.

Thanks to inflation, some tax 
breaks are increased this year. The 
personal exemption is up $50 to 
$3,100. The standard deduction has 
gone up, too: to $9,700 for married 
couples ($10,650 if one spouse is 
over 65, $11,600 if both are). It has 
gone up to $4,850 for singles, or 
$6,950 if over 65; and, for heads of 
household, $7,150 or $8,300 over 
65.:The standard deduction is $800 
for'those who are listed as depend- 
ents on another person’s return. 

Social Security and SSI benefits 
increased 2.1 percent as of this 
month. The maximum earnings 
subject to Social Security taxes—6.2 
percent of earnings from worker 
and employer and twice that for the 
self-employed— is increased to 
$87,900. There is no earnings limit 
for: Medicare taxes, always 1.45 
percent of total income. 

The 10-percent bracket is indexed 
to cover the first $14,300 of income 
for-joint filers, $7,150 for singles.

Just say “No” to the mall 


I am a Tewksbury resident of 
10 years. Though I have only 
been casually paying attention 
to the Mills Corp Mall proposal 
for South Tewksbury, I am 
starting to get concerned with 
this potential project. I am an 
electrical engineer who was 
personally involved in the 
design and construction of two 
of the Mills Corp “mega” mall 
projects, Gurnee Mills Mall out- 
side of Chicago, IL. and Ontario 
Mills Mall outside of Los 
Angelos, CA. 

I have also visited the Mills 
Corp headquarters, the 
Franklin Mills Mall in 
Philadelphia, PA and Sawgrass 
Mills Mall in Florida. 

The malls that this company 
builds are BIG and attract 
many visitors. A typical 1 mil- 
lion square foot mall also has 
“anchor stores”, such as JC 
Penney, Sears, etc, which typi- 
cally add another 1 million 
square feet to the proposal. As 
a matter of fact, Sawgrass Mills 
mall's claim to fame is that it 
has more visitors than Disney 
World in Florida! Just think of 
the traffic with that many visi- 


tors!! The concept of these 
malls is to bring in bus loads of 
visitors for all day shopping 
trips. Jim D'Angelo of TEC 
states in the article in the Town 
Crier on November 21, 2003, 
that there would only be an 
increase of 30 cars on Route 93 
as a result of this mall?! Huh!? 

I'd like to review the basis of 
his traffic study! 

Why do we want or need a 
mall in Tewksbury?? We can 
drive to 3 malls in 15 minutes; 
Burlington Mall, Pheasant 
Lane Mall and Rockingham 
Mall. What benefit would 
another mall bring to this 
area???? 

The bottom line is building 
this mall will add a lot of traffic 
on rte. 93 and also on the side 
roads (especially during the 
holiday season), add more 
crime to the towns of 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, 
strain the towns’ police and fire 
department services, and of 
course make a lot of money for 
The Mills Corporation.

It was a very, very merry 
Christmas for the law offices of 
Deutsch Williams Brooks 
DeRensis & Holland, PC. 

That's right; they came run- 
ning down the stairs early on 
Christmas morning in their 
sleepers to find a nice big 
newly re-negotiated contract 
with the Town of Wilmington 
wrapped up in a red bow 
underneath the tree. 

“God bless us,” one or anoth- 
er partner undoubtedly said. 
“Every one!” 

Six months ago, that firm 
signed into a 1 year agreement 
for the position of Wilmington’s 
‘Town Counsel and agreed to a 
yearly compensation of 
$132,800. Halfway through the 
contract they re-negotiated for 
a discounted retainer fee of 
$4,500 monthly, plus an addi- 
tional hourly rate of $165 for 
“non-retainer” services. 

How'd that happen, exactly? 


The year is 2003, at least for 
another day or two, and 
Wilmington is facing ominous 
legal battles from nearly every 
direction. Indeed, far too 
many to mention here. 

Perhaps it was time to call in 
a “Big Guns” type of law firm 
with years of experience in the 
intricacies of municipal law 
and with a virtual host of attor- 
neys specializing in the myriad 
minutia that goes along with 
the territory. If those services, 
ensuring plenary protection for 
the citizens of Wilmington, cost 
more than the $132,800 that 
Wilmington had allocated for 
its legal budget, then so be it. 
Time to up the budget, I say. 

But...when a community is 
assured over and over that the 
existing budget is sufficient, a 
few flags go up. 

Flashback to May 2003. The 
Board had chosen not to re- 
appoint Mike Newhouse to the 
position of Town Counsel and 
began interviews for the open- 
ing. Paul DeRensis and his 
firm embodied just the kind of 
legal representation that the 
Board of Selectmen was look- 
ing for. He became 
Wilmington’s Town Counsel 
after a process that could, in 
all fairness to everyone 
involved, be described as 
rushed. 

DeRensis exhibited consum- 
mate skill in using that rushed 
process to make his case for a 
re-negotiation of his contract. 

On December 22, he publicly 
told the Board that Wilmington 
has serious issues above and 
beyond the scope normally 
expected for a town of its size. 

“We are covering upwards of 
30 separate litigations and spe- 
cial projects, whereas in June 
we were working under the 
assumption that the town hada 
couple of lawsuits and prob- 
lems; all of which were nothing 
to worry about,” Derensis said. 
We know that the town is facing 
legal issues of consequences of 
having NDMA in the drinking 
water and with that comes the 
need for a new and different 
level of legal involvement with 
Olin Chemical.” 

DeRensis also stated on 
December 22 that he was now 
aware of serious legal issues 
concerning the town’s possible 
involvement with Maple 
Meadow Landfill not anticipat- 
ed when his firm accepted the 
position of Town Counsel. 

Let's go back to May 15, 2003 
and take a look at the proposal

“We understand that 
Wilmington has a landfill 
issue,” the letter states. “We 
have extensive experience rep- 
resenting municipalities in 
matters relating to landfills 
and solid waste disposal, 
including traffic, planning, 
noise, air quality, groundwater 
and other issues which accom- 

pany them.” 

Pel, perhaps he spoke with 
one of the Selectmen who men- 
tioned it to him, but offered no 
details, right? 

Nope. DeRensis was asked by 
Selectman Robert Palmer dur- 
ing his May 19th interview 
whether he had spoken with 
any member of the Board prior 
to the interview and DeRensis 
answered unswervingly that he 
had not. He had gained some 
information regarding the town 
by scanning “a few” newspaper 
articles. 

“Since I got called on 
Thursday or Friday, I’ve been 
trying to do a little research of 
the issues facing the town and 
I've got a sense,” DeRensis 
said during his interview. 
“You've got a 21E problem; 
you've got a potential develop- 
ment with a transfer station.” 

Bingo, Paul. That's exactly 


right. 

“So I would say you've Bot 
some environmental issues,” 
DeRensis continued during his 
interview. “You'vé got some 
regulatory issues that need to 
be addressed and I see those as 
a welcomed challenge, the 
kinds of things I enjoy doing.” 

A-Ha! We must have misun- 
derstood the words, “things I 
enjoy doing” with what should 
have been translated as, 
we I enjoy billing hourly 
or. 

Our mistake. 

Well, let’s be fair. It was July

The big dig is done, without 
controversy, almost on time 
and without the use of one sin- 
gle dollar of taxpayers’ money.

and history for the next six 
years and brought in speakers 
for the other two talks. 

One of these talks presented 
in 2002 by MCA member 
Howard Winkler, compared the 
price of the Canal construction 
from the 1800’s price tag of 
$536,000 of which historical 
records show $478,000 was for 
the “capital expended on the 
work” and $58,000 for the 
“water rights and land costs.” 

In the September issue of 
Towpath Topic’s, Winkler wrote 
that the Canal’s surveyor, 
William Weston, completed his 
survey of the canal’s route in 
1794, and estimated the cost of 
the undertaking to be £100,000 
or $333,333 lawful money of 
Massachusetts. 

This estimate only covered 
the cost of construction from 
the Merrimack River to the 
Mystic River, a distance of 17 
miles, It was decided later to 
build the canal to Boston Har- 
bor (an additional 10 miles) 
rather than to use the channel 
of the Mystic River as the con- 
vevance, 

Winkler used three different 
methods to convert the 
18th/19th-century price 
0f$536,000 to a 2ist century 
(2001) price. The first method 
employed the Consumer Price 
Index (CPI) and resulted in a 
relatively low price of $8 mil- 
lion. 

Because some of the items 
included in construction were 
not a part of the CPI, Winkler 
then used the Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP) formula, which 
converted to a price of $11 bil- 
lion, much closer to the final 
price tag of the modern day 
Big Dig. 

The measure that was ulti- 
mately used, by Winkler, to 
assess the relative cost was the 
GDP per capita which is an 
index of the economy's average 
output per person. Using this 
measure, the construction cost 
of 000 in the 18th/19th cen- 
tury translates to a $208 million 
cost in 2001, 

MCA member and Middle- 
sex Canal Commission Chair- 
person Thomas Raphael of 
Winchester noted that the 
money for the project was 
raised from merchants who 
found themselves quite wealthy 
when the newly formed federal 
government floated the first 
revenue raising bond issue in 
1791. The $50 million that was 


collected from the issue was 
dedicated to buying back the 
“Continentals” the script used 
to pay the soldiers during the 
Revolutionary War. 

Over the years the mer- 
chants had been collecting the 
otherwise worthless Continen- 
tals at approximately 10-cents 
on the dollar. With the passage 
of the bond issue, the govern- 
ment guaranteed a dollar for 
dollar trade on the script. 

“These (the merchants) 
were the people who started to 
build industry,” Raphael said. 
“The people in Boston decided 
to build a canal.” 

Many of the seacoast cities 
such as Boston relied on the 
rivers to reach the inland com- 
munities where the raw materi- 
als were located. Raphael said 

that Boston only had the Mys- 
tic and the Charles rivers, both 
waterways only traveled a few 
miles inland and were not con- 
ducive to commerce. 

According to the December 
2003 issue of Towpath Topics, 
The Middlesex Canal was 
“ the longest canal in the 
Western Hemisphere, using 
only manual tools to move dirt 
and shape rock, with all pri- 
vate funding.” 

Raphael noted that the pro- 
ject designed by Woburn’s 
Laommi Baldwin, was the 
model for the Erie Canal built 
several years later by his son. 

Raphael noted that the Mid- 
dlesex Canal Corporation, one 
of the first corporations in the 
country, had actually turned a 
profit before and was success- 
ful before the advent of the 
railroad put the company out of 
business. It was so successful 
that the Harvard Business 
School has used the company 
as a case study in its courses. 

The canal ran from an area 
close to what is now Bunker 
Hill Community College in 
Charlestown to the Middlesex 
Village area of Lowell, which 
was then a part of Chelmsford. 
Construction of the first phase 
of the Canal started in Billerica 
at the Concord Mills Dam and 
went north to Chelmsford. 

The trip from Boston to 
Chelmsford took about seven 
hours with the boats leaving 
Charlestown at 8 a.m. and 
arriving in Chelmsford at 3 
p.m. A_ stagecoach was 
provided at either end to carry 
people from Boston to 
Charlestown and from Chelms- 
ford to Lowell. 
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Billerica. 

Winchester has two sections 
of canal, which can be found, 
the first at Sandy Beach and in 
the Wildwood Cemetery, 
Raphael said a person could 
actually walk on the bed of the 
canal. 

The Canal Museum-Visitor 
Center, where the celebration 
will be reenacted, has many 
relics of the canal on display as 
well as some of the historic 
maps and other documents. In 
one area is a working model of 
a canal lock, which can be 
operated by children visiting 
the museum.
